They bap 
tizea tliie conclusion in their blood, an* 
they preserved it a9 tho corner stone cf 
a republic. Time haa moved ou eince 
that old day. 
Not one of thu found'jre 


of this povernmoDt of the people re- 
mains to us, anil thtir children have 
passed on. 
But it is of interest lo 


pause a moment in tho hurry of today 
and consider what it is for which they 
builded. 


They created a nation of three million 


inhabitants; today tho number ot ito 
inhabitants has increased to more than 
Boventy millions. They clung to tbo 
chores which were beaten by tbo etoriny 
waters of tbe Atlantic, and an untrav- 
eraed wilderness was at their back ; to- 
day tbe wilderness is tenanted, ite fields 
are yellow with prain, and tbe young 
man who would "go west to grotr up 
with the country" must take ehip at 
San Francisco and journey God knowe 
whither. They thought of >"ew York 
as a possible city, but metropolitan 
Chicaeo was not within their compre. 
hension; now ChicBgo ie in tho East, 
and New York lookB on it with jealousy, 


Great changes are these, and a thou- 


sand otbere that might bo mentioned, 
which have taken place in a little more 
than a century, and they hare brought 
new conditions and new problems to 
the men of today. But he is the rank- 
est of pessimists who holds that these 
problems are insoluble because they 
differ from those which our forefathers 
bravely met and wisely answered. The 
problems confronting a great nation 
necessarily differ from those which give 
pause to a nation in its infancy, but 
there is none of them which high pa- 
triotism may not solve. Take the tramp 
problem, the moflt insistent and stupen- 
dous of them all, for instance. Tho 
pessimist iays, "There were no tramps

with them. Ergo, the country ia goink 
to thedemnition bow-wowe." Yet the 
tramp problem is but a phase in the 
national history.

eary. There was land in abundance 
•od any American citizen might take o 
it for hla own. 
There wae opportunity 


for every man to work, and tramping 
from town to town with a bundle 
one'e back in search of labor wai not a 
necessity o! tho situation. Now it Ire 
queotly ia * necessity, and tbe necessity 
•a we have become accustomed to it, ha 
degenerated into the disease of bohoigm 
But tbe disease is not Incurable. Al 
ready wieer men have Been that its cur 
most be found in the public taking i 
upon itself to 
BUG that opportunity t 


labor must be given to all, and more an 
more this underaUndingo! the siluatio 
is baini; acted upon. 


And as it will be with tho tramp prob 


lorn, BO will it bu with otbere that, wit 
changing conditions, will confront 113. 
He ia R iioar American who lacka faith 
that thu patriotism and wisdom of the 
people will euliice to inewur the ques- 
tions which come with gull-go verumeut. 
Our problems nre no greater than tho?e 
which vexed our forefathers. 
We nre 


less than they if we do notanewer them. 
If tho American republic cannot endure-, 
government of and by the people ia a 
failure, for OIUB ia ttm highest type and 
example of eclf government. But it will 
endure; we are too creat a peonle to^o 
hopelessly aatray amidst the quicksandn 
of time. The problems may vex us, but 
we will solve them.
